Progressive Opposition Voiced. 

Progressive opposition to the rule and to 
the repeal bill was voiced by Representative 
Kelly of Pennsylvania, the Progressive mem- 
ber of the rules committee. He declared that 
the three political parties had all pledged 
themselves to the tolls exemption provision 
in their 1912 platforms, and said that the peo- 
ple had expressed their approval of the pro- 
vision in the election. 

While declaring himself in favor of repeal- 
ing the tolls exemption provision, Represent- 
ative. Lenroot of Wisconsin vigorously op- 
posed the rule, because it cut off amend- 
ments. He declared that he and a large 
group of members of the house were in favor 
of repealing the provision on economic 
grounds and that they would vote for the re- 


peal. 

He objected, however, to being placed in 
the position of indorsing a construction of 
the treaties with Great Britain which based 
the repeal on the ground that the American 
government has not the right to exempt its 
vessels from the payment of tolls. 

Mr. Lenroot urged that the rule be amended 
and an opportunity given to present an 
amendment which would confer on the presi- 
Gent the right to impose lesser tolls on 
American ships in his discretion. 


Murdock Sees Issue Beclouded. 

Progressive Leader Murdock opposed the 
rule, saying: 

“Iam not willing to surrender by my vote 
in any spirit of easy accommodation to Great 
Britain this nation’s sovereignty over the 
canal. I do not know fully the complications 
which bring this crisis. We are asked not 
to suspend the toll exemption clause until 
our rights may be arbitrated, but to confess ; 
national dishonor. . 

“I do not know the relations which make 
| Great Britain and Japan friends or Japanese | 
and Huerta allies, or how near thé truth the 
rumor is that we need the aid of Great Britain 
as Japan's friend to lighten our responaibil- 
ity in Mexico. But the known facts, the 
visible facts, the arguable facts are plain 
and elementary so far as our rights in the 
canal are concerned. 

“ Shall we surrender ovr sovereignty in the 
canal? Before the surrenéer the act seems 
of little moment to many. But after the 
surrender each year will emphasise the error 
that may be committed here. 

“ Before the surrender considerations of 
political and diplomatic exigency may be- 
cloud the issue. After the surrender will 
come clarity and national chagrin, and na- 
tional humiliation.”’

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WOMEN BEAT UP ALDERMEN 


Suffragists Invade Council of 
Borough of Poplar, London. 


CHASE...DIGNITARIES OUT. 


Win Fist Battle at Meeting Place and 
Talk All They Want To. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

LONDON, March 26.—The borough council 
of Poplar has for some time been at logger- 
heads with the suffragists on the question of 
the leasing of public halls. At tonight’sses- 
sion of the council a resolution in regard to 
this matter was referred to a committee, 
whereupon a body of suffragists, who filled 
part of the council hall, yelled, ‘“ Cowards,” 
and pelted the councilore with ill smelling 
packets, flour bags, and stones. 

They then rushed the barrief separating the 
public from the councilors. The councilors 
tried to stop the rush, and there was a melee 
of wrestling and fist fighting. Many of the 
women pulled out clubs and smashed the de- 
fenseless councilors. 


Fight Fifteen Minutes. 

The struggle went on for a quarter of an 
hour. It was accompanied with shrieks, the 
| smashing.of chairs, and the crash of glass. 
The clothing of the women was torn to 
| shreds. Tho police were called in, but refused 

to interfere, and finally the councilors quit.

The suffragists then took possession of the 
hall, and Miss Zellie Emerson, the American 
guffragist, and others delivered speeches.

She replied that she did not pretend she 
bought the revolver solely for the electoral 
journey, but was unwilling that the news- 
papers should treat her visit to M. Calmette 
as @ vain supplication. She said she went 
to the office of Figaro prepared for eventu- 
alities, and if M. Calmette did not give her 
satisfaction she meant to shoot him to create 
a scandal. 

The judge asked her why she did not speak 
to M. Calmette about the letters which she 
feared would be published before shooting 
him. Mme. Caillaux coolly pointed out that 
she might charge M. Calmette with having 
provoked her by violent words, but she con- 
sidered it unworthy of herself to speak any- 
thing but the truth. 

She repeated her story of Tuesday that the 
surroundings in the office of Figaro were 
such that she lost all idea of the object of 
her visit when she entered the office, and lost 
her head, and fired after replying to M. Cal- 
mette’s salutation. 


~ “Explains Contradictory Stories. 

Mme. Caillaux explained the differences 
between her statements to the police com- 
missary and those she made to Magistrate 
Boucard by saying she was unnerved 
after the shooting and had had no luncheon 
or dinner. Therefore she did not give the 
commissary a coherent explanation. 

In regard to her pistol practice she said 
that was simply for the purpose of familiar- 
izing herself with the working of an auto- 
matic pistol. 

Caillauz, tu reply to other questions, 
said she was convinced that M. Calmette in- 
temded to print other letters. The Ton Jo 
letter, which was printed, had always been 
grouped with two others. Threats of the 
publication of these letters had been made 
for three years.

In conclusion Mme. Caillaux said: 

“I deplore the misfortune which happened 
and profoundly regret the consequences of 
my act.

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Bar Association Gives Pros and Cons 
of the Amended Municipal Court Act. 


HE Chicage Bar Association yesterday 
submitted to its members a state- 
ment giving arguments for and against 
the amended Municipal court act which 
is to be submitted to the voters of Chicago 


on election day, April 7. 

The letter to the members of the bar 
association is in part as follows: 

Your board of managers has been asked 
to state whether the essociation is in favor 
of the adoption or rejection of the act. 
Owing to the importance of the matter the 
board does not wish to assume the respon- 
sibility of announcing the position of the as- 
sociation without submitting the question 
to a vote of the membership. We there- 
fore inclose herewith fs m of ballot on which 
we ask you to indicate your preference and 
return the same promptly to the secretary 
in the envelope herewith handed you for 
that purpose. No ballot received by the sec- 
retary later than Monday, March 80, will be 
counted. 

The following are some of the arguments 
for and against the adoption of the act: 


FOR THE ACT. 


1. Under the proposed ect the attorney gen- 
eral, or the state's attorney, or any individual 
will have power to file in the Municipal 
court an information against any person for 
any felony except murder or treason, and 
put that person upon trial in the Municipal 
court. 

It is insisted the ‘act’ is progressive; that 
it will enable the Municipal court speedily 
to dispose of minor criminal cases; that the 
act will do away with the custom of holding 
accused persons in police cells without book- 
ing them; that the enlargement of the crim- 
inal jurisdiction of the Municipal court will 
greatly reduce the number of cases now 
heard by our Criminal court, and will ulti- 
mately reduce the number of judges taken 
from our Circuit and Superior courts for 
service in the Criminal court; that this meth- 
od of hearing criminal cases on informa- 
tion has been adopted by twenty-two other 
states; that the act will pave the way for 
the institution of a public welfare commis- 
gion similar to that which has been estab- 
Mehed in Kansas City and ie being 
adopted in many of the large cities 
of the country; that there would be « 
saving of expense of grand jury service and 
of summoning petit jurors amounting to 
over 818,000; that sheriff's fees in serving 
witnesses in criminal cases would be great- 
ly reduced and that under the new act the 
total saving of expense will more than offset 
increases in salaries. 

2. There is grave danger the Supreme 
} court may hold the 1907 amendment, con- 
ferring on judges power to establish sim- 
plified procedure, a delegation of legislative 
power and therefore void. The new act 
embodies these rules of pleading in the stat-

8. The act is in many respects an improve- 
ment upon the existing act in matters of 
procedure, and, taken es a whole, it will 
greatly facilitate the administration of jus-

AGAINST THE ACT. 


1. It is insisted that the provision of the act 
permitting .the prosecution of persons 
charged with crime upon an information 
presented by either the attorney general, the 
state's attorney, or some other person, for 
an offense punishable by confinement in the 
penitentiary for life or for a number of 
years, and to put that person upon trial in 
the Municipal court, is vesting in the judges 
of the Municipal court greater power than 
should be given them; that while it would be 
advantageous to have a courtin which many 
cases of minor importance could be heard 
and disposed of quickly. and while the act 
provides that the prosecution of the cases 
shall be under the supervision of the state's 
attorney's office, still the state's attorney 
would have no choice in the matter, where 
the complaint upon which an information has 
been filed in the Municipal court is made 
by “some other person“; that if the case were 
presented by the state's attorney direct, the 
defendant can either be prosecuted on in- 
formation or upon indictment, as the state's 
attorney may elect; when, however, the com- 
Ma int is made by some other person,“ and 
an information is filed, the jurisdiction of 
the Municipal court is fixed and thereafter 
the states attorney cannot change the 
method of prosecuting the suit unless the 
Municipal court consents to a nolle being 
entered, thereby permitting the facts to be 
presented to a grand jury. , 

It ie possible there might be considerable 
friction between the state's attorney's office 
and judges of the Municipal court. While it 
is insisted that the Municipal court judges at 
present sitting as examining magistrates 
hear a great many cases and then bind the 
accused over to the grand jury when the 
judge could and should finally dispose of 
the case, it does not necessarily follow the 
judges should dispose of all cases thus sum- 
marily. 

It has been asserted that the conduct of 
the affairs of the Municipal court could be 
governed by rules, Rules depend upon 
judges, and while a set of rules adopted 
by the present judges might be entirely 
agreeable, and would result in no friction 
with the state's attorney, and would not 
unduly prejudice the ‘rights of any one 
charged with crime, nevertheless, rules are 
shifting and are subject to change from time 
to time by the judges. - 

The congested condition now existing in 
the Municipal court witl become much worse 
if the jurisdiction of thé court is enlarged, 
and while the act does not purport to elimi- 
nate the grand jury, the effect has been in 
states in which both methods are being used 
that 99 per cent of the felony cases are heard 
on information. . 

There is no reason Why the jurisdiction of 
the judges of the Municipal court should be 
extended to permit trials of criminal charges 
on information when the same power is not 
given to the Criminal court held by the judges 
of the Circuit and Superior courts.

C. G. Austin, attorney for the Westerm In- 
diana, argued that the facilities are now in- 
adequate, and that all he wanted was per- 
misston to lay two tracks across Plymouth 
place and maintain them for three years.

Mr. Hearst is in favor of the exemption 
of American coastwise shipping. He would 
encourage congress to resist the president 
and not repeal the act which gives vessels 
clearing from one American port to another 
passage free through the Panama canal. 
Mr. Hearst is in favor of a subsidy to this 
shipping. He has newspapers in Boston, 
newspapers in New York, in San Francisco, 
and Los Angeles. 

If any benefit from toll exemption should 
by chance filter through the fingers of the 
extremely capable and not wholly unac 
quisitive gentlemen who direct the move- 
ments of the two steamship companies 
which, aside from the railroads, control the 
coastwise shipping trade, it might inure to 
the benefit of Boston, New York, San Fran- 
cisco, and Los Angeles. It might, but the 
contingency depends upon something slip- 
ping through capable and not unacquisitive 
fingers. ‘The chances are against the slip- 
ping and in favor of the shipping. 

Nevertheless, if anything should slip, Bos- 
ton, New York, San Francisco, and Los 
Angeles might benefit, and Mr. Hearst pro- 
fesses himself unable to understand the 
provincial spirit which animates Tun TRW. 
UNE to oppose so reasonable a discrimina- 
tion as one in favor of the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific coast. | 
“ Provincialism,” we now understand, 
depende altogether on where the province is. 
If it be on the Atlantic coast or the Pacific 
coast it is patriotism. If it be inland terri- 
tory it is provincialism. One may be nar- 
row minded in Chicago protesting against 
violation of treaties, against disregard of 
national honor, against discrimination 


against one section of the country in favor 


of others, and against subsidies to what al- 
ready is a monopoly, and one may be broad 


minded, liberal, patriotic, and essentially 


American in New York clamoring for a 
violation of treaties, for disregard of na- 
tional honor, for discrimination, and for 


subsidies to what already is a monopoly. 


Thus easily may provincialiam become 
patriotism. It need merely move from the 
inland states discriminated against to the 


eastern or western states favored. 


SHORT NAP VALUABLE. 


N able psychologist tells us that our 

vacations are too far apart. To do 

A the best work we need to play eight 

hours and to sleep eight hours out of 

each twenty-four. We need a vaca- 

tion each day. In addition we need an- 

other vacation each week. The injunction 

to rest on the seventh day is founded op 

physiological facts. We also need what is 
ordinarily known asa vacation. 

The psychologists say we need short vaca- 
tions, repeated several times a year, rather 
than a long vacation once in a year; that 
the taking of a vacation should not be post- 
poned until one’s nerves are on edge.“ 
At that stage much damage has been 
done, and some of it is beyond repair. 

Two classes of people especially need 
frequent vacations—those doing creative 
work (their mental processes fall into the 
bromidic when tire is beginning), and those 
doing “ pocketed ” jobs, dull, plodding, me- 
chanical work, work that leads nowhere. 
Such must have frequent vacations to pre- 
vent them from suffering from neurasthenia 
and hysteria. 

— 

Somewhat the same advice is given us to 
sleep. The curve of sleep is measured by 
the stimulus required to awaken a sleeper 
at different hours of the night. Sometimes 
this is a sound test. In people with acute 
hearing other tests are applied. 

The curve shows that the sleeper falls 
at once into a deep sleep, which is at its 
maximum at the end of the first hour, 
though in half an hour the maximum is 
near at hand. In the next hour it drops 
to one-eighth the top figure, and by the end 
of four hours there is little difference be- 
tween the mind asleep and the mind awake. 

This study causes Seashore to give the 
following advice: 

“Cut short the long, light sleep of the 
morning hours and substitute a short sleep 
at some favorable time during the workday. 


' Fifteen minutes’ sleep after the heaviest 


work and the main meal of the day will 
count more for efficiency than five times 
fifteen minutes of sleep in the morning.”

Some people compose themselves for a 
few minutes after eating by calmly emok- 
ing a cigar. That kind of smoking has some 
advantages to offset the disadvantage of 
nicotine. However, the same time given 
to a short nap will return more. 

There are some groups that follow the 
plan of a short midday nap. Children in 
open air schools nap a while each day. 
Many workingmen steal a few minutes’ 
snooze between whistles at noon. Many 
farmers eat at noon and then take a short 
nap. Groups that should have a short noon

Until the death of Queen Victoria, the 
Scotch judges’ wives had no share in their 
husbands’ honors, and under the rule which 
then prevailed Lerd Skerrington’s wife 
would have remained “ Mrs. Campbell.”

tirement or death of their husband.

If his death attracted so little attention it 
was because it wae foolishly announced in 
the Paris papers as that of his serene high- 
ness, Prince Kastriota,” a name which does 
not figure in the Almanach de Gotha or in 
any standard works of reference, and which 
was assumed by most of those who saw the 
notice to be merely one of those bogus titles 
which are to be found by the thousand on the 
bank of the Seine. 

The late Prince Kastriota,” however, was 
no mere adventurer but a wealthy and dis- 
tinguished member of the diplomatic service 
of Spain, who under the name of the Marquis 
Don Juan Aladro had represented his sov- 
ereign as minister plenipotentiary at several 
foreign courts. 

Don Juan Aladro, after his retirement from 
the diplomatic service, divided his time be- 
tween Naples, where he had a beautiful villa 
in the suburbs, and his house at Paris at 70 
Avenue Henri Martin. He was 70 years of 
age and married to a Comtesse de Renesse 
of the grand oid Flemish family of that name. 

— 

Don Juan Aladro first came to the frent asa 
pretender to the throne of Albania some 
twelve years ago, after retiring from the 
diplomatic service of Spain, and based his 
pretensions on an alleged descent in the 
female line from a daughter or a grand- 
daughter of Albania’s national hero, George 
Kastriota, better known as Scanderbeg, who 
reigned for more than a quarter of a century 
over Albania in the fifteenth century. The 
country was sold by his son to the Vene- 
Hans and by them to the Turks. 

His pretensions to this descent seemed 
sufficiently serious to Sultan Abdul Hamid, 
who in 1907 offered to make him a pasha and 
governor general of the provinces of north 
and south Albania. 

However, Don Juan saw in this merely a 
scheme on the part of the padishah to 
estrange him from the Albanian people, and 
declined the honor on the ground that, asa 
descendant and heir of that Scanderbeg 
who had devoted his life to the successful 
task of liberating Albania from Turkish 
thralidom, he could not become a Turkish

WOMAN SUFFRAGE BILL WINS 
IN BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


Voters Will Pass on Constitutional 
Amendment in 1915 if Next Gen- 
eral Assembly Approves Action. 


Boston, Mass., March 26.—By action of the 


house today, the legislature has voted for the 


first time in its history in favor of referring 
to the people the question of granting suf- 
frage to women. 

The vote in the house was 168 to 39 on a 
resolution, which already had been favor- 
ably acted upon by the senate, providing for 
an amendment to the constitution striking 
the word “male” from the qualifications 
for voters. 

The measure must receive favorable action 


go to the people for a vote. Should it pass 
the next legislature the voters ‘would have 
an opportunity to act on the woman suffrage 
question at the state election of 1918. 

The suffragists hailed today’s action as a 
victory, while anti-suffragist leaders said 
that it had been taken with their tacit con- 
sent in order to allow the matter to go before 


the people.

World’s Tour May Be Cause. 

The arrival of Scott and Weaver lent a 
new angle to the Federal league rumor. 
Neither player would discuss the matter 
except to admit he had signed a White Sox 
contract, which was satisfactory when he 
signed it. Each maintained he would jump 
said contract if there were money enough in 
sight to make it worth while. The two players 
appear to be sore about something, and it is be- 
lieved the world’s tour may be the cause. 

Scott and Weaver will not admit it, but from 
other sources it has been learned they expected 
to share in the profits of the globe girdling jaunt 
if there were any profits, and newspaper reports 
have been published to the effect that the tour 
was financially successful. 

Those who are familiar with baseball finances 
are extremely skeptical about there having been 
any amount of profit worth mentioning for the 
backers of the world’s: tour. so that the two Sox 
stars probably are grouchy over a matter of a 
few doliars, which would represent their share 
of the profits divided on a percentage basis. But 
the desire of baseball promoters to swell the at- 
tendance figures and appear prosperous is chiefly 
responsible for the existence of the Federal league 
today, and it would be only in line with that policy 
to lose a couple of players by it. 


No Mention by Callahan. 
Manager Callahan said he had not mentioned the 
Federal league stuff to either of the young men 
since the arrival nor had they mentioned it to 
him. It is believed a little diplomacy combined 
with a correct copy of the balance sheet of the 
world’s tour will settle it all.

The officers of the league then make a 
comparative study of the records of the 
rival candidates in each ward and—witb- 
out giving the slightest weight to the polit- 
ical lineup—make their recommendations 
to the voters. 

In one not far distant instance the 
league concluded that the chosen canili- 
date of neither of the two leading parties 
was worthy of support. There remained 
the candidate of the Socialists, who had 
refused to fill ont the blank sent him by 
the league or to give any information to 
its investigators. 

After the league hed decided to give 
him its recommendation he was asked to 
come into the office, but refused to do 80. 
In spite of that, however, a special bulle- 
tin was sent out recommending that the 
good citizens of the ward give him their 
support. The league even employed paid 
watchers on-election day to see that he 
wes given a fair deal. He was vlected, 
but did not prove a remarkably able or

PLANS FIGHT ON FAKERS. 


Fraud Concerns Get $15,000,000 Year- 
ly from Victims of Disease. 


{BY A STAIT CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., March 26.—[Special.)— 
The American people pay $15,000,000 a year 
for fake consumption cures, according to a 
statement issued today by the National As- 
sociation for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis, warning the public against 
fake remedies. 

According to this statement there are no 
cures for consumption and every cent spent 
| for anything except rest, fresh air, and good 
food is wasted. The warning reads: 

“In spite of the statements of a number of 
individuals who have recently claimed that 
they have found a cure for consumption, 
there is no information at hand to justify the 
belief that any specific cure for tuberculosis 
has been discovered wbich deserves the con- 
fidence of the medical profession and the 
people. 

Phthisis Cure Is Unknown. 

Backing up these statements, the United 
States public health service declares that 
outside of the three essentials in the treat- 
ment of consumption—namely, rest, fresh air, 
and good food—there is no drug known, how- 
ever rare or expensive it may be, that has 
any curative action in this disease, and all 
remedies advertised as such are to be avoided. 

Plans Campaign Against Fakes. 

“The national association is planning in 
the near future to institute an extensive cam- 
paign for the suppression of the numerous 
fake consumption cures. 

“ Consumptives who are taking remedies 
of this character will be warned through ad- 
vertisements and in other ways against the 
danger of such procedure.”

Illinois Republican 1 
Wants Supreme Court to 
Rule on Law First. 


AIM TO STOP BLACKMAIL. 


Many Asking Congressman to 
Consent to Amendment for 


This Purpose. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington. D. C., March 26.—[{Special.}— 
Representative James R. Mann, author of 
the Mann white slave act, refuses to sanction 
any amendment of the statute until the law 
has been construed by the Supreme court. 

Because of the discovery of the operations 
of blackmailers, who extort money from men 
on threats of prosecution for violation of the 
act, the department of justice has decided 
to seek an amendment limiting the applica- 
tion of the law to commercie! vice. 

But with Mr. Mann opposing any change in 
the statute, on the intricacies of which he is 
reputed to be an authority, it is unlikely that 
the department will be able to put an amend- 
ment through the house. 

Declines to Discuss Case. 

The Republican leader declined to discuss 
the interpretation of the law or its proposed 
amendment for publication. Pending the 
construction of the statute by the Supreme 
court he has determined to maintain silence 
on the question of the defecte to which the 
department has called attention. 

It has become known, however, that great 
pressure has been brought to bear upon Mr. 
Mann to induce him not only to agree to a 
change in the law but te propose the amend- 
ment himself. 

Several delegations have discuseed the 
matter with him during the last two montha. 


Fears Tampering with Law. 

Mr. Mann, it appears, has given each of 
these delegations the same answer. He has 
‘made the argument that the law has accom- 
plished untold good in breaking up inter- 
state traffic in white slaves’’ and that it 
would be extremely dangerous to subject the 
law to any tinkering process in congress at 
this time. 

He is said to have intimated that a move 
to modify the provisions would open the 
way to other amendments, which might 
weaken the law tremendously.
